"It has always been a hobby of mine,"

to a reporter, "to collect strange 
bugs and Insects during my travels, 
f.nd I think I have succeeded in get- 
ting together a pretty choice collec- 
tion. Of the whole assortment I think 
the chameleon spider, which I got 
iast summer on the coast of Africa, is 
the most valuable. Tho capture of 
the insect was highly interesting to 
me. One afternoon, while tramping 
along a dusty road, I noticed in the 
bushes which grew along the side 
what appeared to be a white flower 
with a blue center. Stopping to ex- 
amine it I found to my astonishment 
that it was not a flower at all, but a 
spider's web, and that the supposed 
light blue heart of the flower was the 
spider itself, lyiDg in wait for its 
prey.
